Mrs. Strach, 


I spoke with North Carolina State Board of Elections (BOE) investigator Joan Fleming via telephone on 
September 13, 2017. She is the investigator responsible for handling the cases regarding the alleged 
improprieties in the 2016 election here in Bladen County. She informed me that this was a two-pronged 
investigation: one focusing on Bladen County Improvement Association (BCIA) and the other on Patriots for 
Progress (PFP). 

In regard to the investigation into BCIA, Mrs. Fleming informed me that as of September 13, the investigation 
was complete. Further, she indicated that a letter would be sent to the President of BCIA indicating the 
violations and the steps that must be taken going forward indicating how future ballots where voters have 
received assistance should be marked and also notifying the agency that those ballots must also be signed by 
the voter indicating that assistance was received. My office was to receive a copy of the letter and I was told 
that the letter would be deemed to be a public document. Additionally, per a prior conversation that I had with 
you, I was told that the BOE file would be made available to my office for our own independent review. 

As for PFP, Mrs. Fleming indicated that the investigation was still ongoing. The BOE has asked for federal 
assistance in this matter as the feds have the power of federal subpoena and investigative grand jury. Mrs. 
Fleming told me that she planned to follow up with the feds to attempt to learn whether or not they will be 
assisting. 

That brings you up to speed as to where we sit today. Since September 13, I have not had any additional contact 
from Mrs. Fleming. I have not received the promised letter regarding the BCIA investigation, an update on the 
PFP investigation, nor have I been given any indication as to when my office would be receiving the BOE file in 
order for us to review it. I have made MULTIPLE attempts since then to reach Mrs. Fleming, left numerous 
messages, and I have not received so much as a return phone call. I am certain that your office is very busy at 
this time of year but my office needs to remain informed as to what is transpiring in these matters. Ultimately, 
my office is responsible to the citizens of Bladen County and we need better collaboration with your office in 
order to best serve the citizens. Please contact me as soon as possible regarding these issues.

Mrs. Strach, 

I spoke with North Carolina State Board of Elections (BOE) investigator Joan Fleming via telephone on 
September 13, 2017. She is the investigator responsible for handling the cases regarding the alleged 
improprieties in the 2016 election here in Bladen County. She informed me that this was a two-pronged 
investigation: one focusing on Bladen County Improvement Association (BCIA) and the other on Patriots for 
Progress (PFP). 

















In regard to the investigation into BCIA, Mrs. Fleming informed me that as of September 13, the investigation 
was complete. Further, she indicated that a letter would be sent to the President of BCIA indicating the 
violations and the steps that must be taken going forward indicating how future ballots where voters have 
received assistance should be marked and also notifying the agency that those ballots must also be signed by 
the voter indicating that assistance was received. My office was to receive a copy of the letter and I was told 
that the letter would be deemed to be a public document. Additionally, per a prior conversation that I had with 
you, I was told that the BOB file would be made available to my office for our own independent review. 

As for PFP, Mrs. Fleming indicated that the investigation was still ongoing. The BOB has asked for federal 
assistance in this matter as the feds have the power of federal subpoena and investigative grand jury. Mrs. 
Fleming told me that she planned to follow up with the feds to attempt to learn whether or not they will be 
assisting. 

That brings you up to speed as to where we sit today. Since September 13, I have not had any additional contact 
from Mrs. Fleming. I have not received the promised letter regarding the BCIA investigation, an update on the 
PFP investigation, nor have I been given any indication as to when my office would be receiving the BOB file in 
order for us to review it. I have made MULTIPLB attempts since then to reach Mrs. Fleming, left numerous 
messages, and I have not received so much as a return phone call. I am certain that your office is very busy at 
this time of year but my office needs to remain informed as to what is transpiring in these matters. Ultimately, 
my office is responsible to the citizens of Bladen County and we need better collaboration with your office in 
order to best serve the citizens. Please contact me as soon as possible regarding these issues.

Mrs. Strach, 

I spoke with North Carolina State Board of Elections (BOE) investigator Joan Fleming via telephone on 
September 13, 2017. She is the investigator responsible for handling the cases regarding the alleged 
improprieties in the 2016 election here in Bladen County. She informed me that this was a two-pronged 
investigation: one focusing on Bladen County Improvement Association (BCIA) and the other on Patriots for 
Progress (PFP). 

In regard to the investigation into BCIA, Mrs. Fleming informed me that as of September 13, the investigation 
was complete. Further, she indicated that a letter would be sent to the President of BCIA indicating the 
violations and the steps that must be taken going forward indicating how future ballots where voters have 
received assistance should be marked and also notifying the agency that those ballots must also be signed by 
the voter indicating that assistance was received. My office was to receive a copy of the letter and I was told 
that the letter would be deemed to be a public document. Additionally, per a prior conversation that I had with 
you, I was told that the BOE file would be made available to my office for our own independent review. 

As for PFP, Mrs. Fleming indicated that the investigation was still ongoing. The BOE has asked for federal 
assistance in this matter as the feds have the power of federal subpoena and investigative grand jury. Mrs. 
Fleming told me that she planned to follow up with the feds to attempt to learn whether or not they will be 
assisting. 















That brings you up to speed as to where we sit today. Since September 13, I have not had any additional contact 
from Mrs. Fleming. I have not received the promised letter regarding the BCIA investigation, an update on the 
PFP investigation, nor have I been given any indication as to when my office would be receiving the BOB file in 
order for us to review it. I have made MULTIPLE attempts since then to reach Mrs. Fleming, left numerous 
messages, and I have not received so much as a return phone call. I am certain that your office is very busy at 
this time of year but my office needs to remain informed as to what is transpiring in these matters. Ultimately, 
my office is responsible to the citizens of Bladen County and we need better collaboration with your office in 
order to best serve the citizens. Please contact me as soon as possible regarding these issues.
